And whereas, the Government of Kerala and the Government 
of Tamil Nadu have agreed to enter into a supplementary agree 
ment under section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central Act 
IV of 1939) , for the enhancement of the quota of Motor Cabs and 
Tourist Taxis for operation on inter-state routes between Kerala 
and Tamil Nadu on single point tax basis ; 


Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub 
section ( 3 - A ) of section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 ( Central 
Act IV of 1939 ) and in supplementation to the provisions of the 
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said reciprocal agreement, the Government of Kerala hereby publish 
the following draft supplementary inter- state agreement to be 
entered into between the Government of Kerala and the Govern 
ment of Tamil Nadu . 


Notice is hereby given that the said draft agreement will be 
taken up for consideration on or after 6-9-1982 and that any 
objection or suggestion that may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft agreement before the date aforesaid will 
be considered by the Government of Kerala .

DRAFT SUPPLEMENTARY INTER -STATE AGREEMENT 


This agreement is made this the.. 

... day of 
.. One Thousand Nine Hundred and Eighty Two (1982) . 
between the Governor of Kerala (hereinafter called the Govern 
ment of Kerala , which expression shall , where the context so 
admits include her successor in office ) on the one part and the 
Governor of Tamil Nadu (hereinafter called the Government of 
Tamil Nadu , which expression shall, where the context so admits, 
include his successor in office ) on the other part ; 


Subject to the other conditions of the existing agreement; 
1. ( a ) The total number of permits (other than special permits 
issued under sub - section (6 ) of section 63 of the Motor Vehicles 
Act , 1939 ) for tourist taxi for operation on Inter- state routes 
between the States of Kerala and Tamil Nadu on single point tax 
shall be fixed as 300 and the number of such permits issued in each 
state shall not exceed 150 and ; 


(b ) The total number of permits ( other than special permits 
issued under sub -section (6 ) of section 63 of the Motor Vehicles 
Act, 1939 ) for motor cabs for operation on inter -state routes 
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between the States of Kerala and Tamil Nadu on single point tax 
shall be fixed as 1000 and the num !:or of such permits issued in 
each State shall not exceed 500 . 


2 . ( a ) The quota of such permits for tourist taxis and motor 
cabs of each State to be countersigned by the other State in 
accordance with the proviso to sub-section ( 3 ) of section 63 of the 
Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 , shall be 150 and 500 respectively , the 
position being reviewed when the number of permits issued in any 
State reaches 140 in the case of tourist taxis and 490 in the case 
of motor cabs : 

Provided that such vehicles shall not pick up any passenger 
in the reciprocating State to be set down within the same state. 


Explanatory Note 


( This is not part of the notification but is intended to indicate 
its general purport) . 


As per the existing inter-state agreement between the Govern 
ments of Kerala and Tamil Nadu the quota of Motor Cabs permits 
and Tourist Taxis permits for inter -state operation between the 
two states on single point tax basis had been fixed as 350 and 50 
respectively for each state. As all these available vacancies have 
been fully utilised by both the State Governments and as there is 
pressing demand for operation of more number of such vehicles 
both State Governments have agreed to enter into a supplementary 
inter -state agreement enhancing the quota of motor cabs permits 
from 350 to 500 and Tourist Taxis permits from 50 to 150 for each 
state . This notification is intended to achieve the above purpose.

THE KERALA CO -OPERATIVE LAND MORTGAGE BANKS 

(AMENDMENT) BILL , 1982 


BILL 


further to amend the Kerala Co- operative Land Mortgage Banks Act , 1960. 

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Kerala Co 
operative Land Mortgage Banks Act, 1960, for the purpose hereinafter 
appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Thirty-third Year of the Republic of India as follows: 

Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
Co -operative Land Mortgage Banks (Amendment) Act, 1982 . 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Insertion of new section 4B.-- After section 4A of the Kerala Co-operative 
Land Mortgage Banks Act, 1960 (1 of 1960 ) (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act), the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

“ 4B. Issue of debentures by Board to other bodies approved by Government 
(1) Notwithstanding anything contained in section 4 , the Board may 
with the previous sanction of the Trustee and subject to such conditions as 
the Government may think fit to impose, issue debentures of one or more 
denomination or denominations, without the security of the mortgages and 
assets mentioned in the said section , for such period as it may deem expedient, 
for the purpose of providing loans, the repayment of the principal of, and the 
interest on , which has been guaranteed by the Government, to any person 
or body of persons approved by the Government in this behalf : 

Provided that no such debentures shall be issued unless the repayment 
of the principal of, and the interest on , the debentures has been guaranteed 
by the Government either without any conditions or subject to such conditions 
as they may think fit to impose . 

(2) The debentures issued under sub -section (1) may contain a term 
bixing a period not exceeding twenty years from the date of issue, during 
which they shall be irredeemable, or reserving to the Board the right to call 
in , at any time, any of the debentures in advance ofthe date fixed for redemp 
tion after giving to the debenture-holder concerned not less than three 
months notice in writing.” . 
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3. Amendment of Section 7. - In the proviso to section 7 of the principal 
Act, after the word, figure and letter " section 4A” , the words, figure and letter 
" or section 4B” shall be inserted. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Kerala Co-operative Central Land Mortgage Bank has agreed to 
provide institutional finance to the South Wynad Girijan Joint Farming Co 
operative Society which runs the Sugandha Giri Cardamom Project . The 
Agricultural Refinance and Development Corporation is to refinance the 
Kerala Co -operative Central Land Mortgage Bank and the latter is to route 
the institutional finance through the Wynad Primary Land Mortgage Bank 
to the South Wynad Girijan Joint Farming Co-operative Society . 

2 . Government had entrusted one thousand and five hundred hectares 
of vested forest land to the South Wynad Girijan Joint Farming Co-operative 
Society . However , the question whether the lands had been vested in the 
Government under the Kerala Private Forests (Vesting and Assignment) 
Act, 1971 is now pending decision in an appeal before the Supreme Court. 
As there is an order of status quo by the Supreme Court, the lands cannot be 
assigned to the members of the said society . There is. however , no stay 
regarding the activities of the Sugandha Giri Cardamom Project.. 

3. For obtaining loans from the Kerala Co -operative Central Land 
Mortgage Bank or a primary land mortgage bank the beneficiary has to mort 
gage his land in favour of the bank. The said society is not able to mortgage 
the lands to the land mortgage bank as the lands have not been assigned to 
the members of the society . In view of the orders of the Supreme Court 
to maintain the status quo it is not now possible to assign the lands to the 
members of the society . 

4. For want of funds, the society is finding it difficult to carry on usual 
plantation activities and to pay wages to the member workers. The society 
which is in need of institutional finance cannot suspend its planting operations 
till the institutional finance is obtained after mortgaging the lands to 
the land mortgage bank. It is therefore proposed to amend the Kerala 
Co-operative Land Mortgage Banks Act, 1960, to enable the Kerala Co 
operative Central Land Mortgage Bank to advance loans to the society on 
the strength of Government guarantee in lieu of mortgage of land . 

5. The Bill is intended to achieve the above object. 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 
The Bill, if enacted and brought into operation , would not involve any 
expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State.

( 1) of section 2 of the Kerala Public Service Act, 1968 (19 of 1968) read with 
section 3 , thereof the Government of Kerala hereby make the following amend 
ment to the Special Rules in respect of the posts ofHead Clerk/Head Accoun 
tant, Upper Division Clerk and Lower Division Clerk of the Kerala Land 
Revenue Department included in the Kerala Ministerial Subordinate Service 
published under notification No.G.O.( P ) 851/80 /RD dated 16th June, 1980, 
as S.R.O.No.550/80 in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No.398 dated 16th 
June, 1980 , namely: 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Special 
Rules in respect of the posts of Head Clerk including Head Accountants, Upper 
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Division Clerks, Lower Division Clerks borne in the establishment of the Land 
Revenue Department (Amendment) Rules, 1982 . 
(2) They shall come into force at once. 

AMENDMENT 
2 . Substitution of Rule 8.- In the Special Rules for the categories of 
Head Clerk /Head Accountant, Upper Division Clerk and Lower Division Clerk 
of the Kerala Land Revenue Department included in the Kerala Ministeria ! 
Subordinate Service, for rule 8, the following shall be substituted , namely : 

« 8. Minimum General Educational Qualification .-- No person shall be eligible 
for appointment to any category unless he possesses the minimum general 
educational qualification of S.S.L.C. Standard or a pass in the S.S.L.C. 
Standard Test conducted by the Kerala Public Service Commission for 
appointment as Clerk" .

Explanatory Note 
( This note does not form part of the Notification but is intended to 
indicate its general purport). 

According to Rule 8 of the Special Rules issued in G.O.(P )No. 851/80/RD 
dated 16-6-1980 and published as S.R.O.No.550/80 in the Gazette Extraordi 
nary No. 398 dated 16th June 1980, no person shall be eligible for appointment 
to the categories of Head Clerk/Head Accountant, U.D.Clerk and L.D. Clerk 
in the Kerala Land Revenue Department unless he possesses the minimum 
general educational qualification of S.S.L.C. Standard . According to Rule 3 
of the above G.O. Copyists, Village Officers and Village Assistants having the 
minimum general educational qualification of S.S.L.C. Standard are eligible 
for appointment by transfer to the category of L.D. Clerk . In view of the 
provision in Rule 8, persons who do not possess the qualification of S.S.L.C. 
Standard are not eligible for appointment by transfer to the category of L.D. 
Clerk even if they have passed the S.S.L.C.Standard Test conducted by the 
Public Service Commission . It has been decided that persons who have 
passed the S.S.L.C. Standard Test conducted by the Public Service Commission 
should also be made eligible for appointment by transfer to the category of 
L.D.Clerk , even if they do not possess the minimum general educational 
qualification of S.S.L.C. Standard . The notification is intended to achieve 
the above object. 
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
